Theſe Words were no ſooner ended, but with a heavy ſigh ſhe 
yielded up the Ghoſt whereat S. George (being impatient in his Sor- 
rows) fell upon her lifeleſs Body, tearing his Hair, and rending his 
Honter*s Attire from his back into many Pieces; and at laſt when his 
Griets were ſomewhat diminiſhed, he burſt out into theſe bitter La- 
mentations: - e . 

Gone is the Star (quoth he) that lighted all the Northern World ; Wi- 
thered is the Roſe that beautified our Chriſtian Fields; Dead is the 
Dame that for her Beauty ſtained all Chriſtian Women, for whom I'll 
fill the Air with everlaſting Moans. Let this Day henceforth be fatal to

Bat his Sons, whoſe Sorrows were as great as his, proteſted never io 
negle& one Day, but daily co weep ſome: Tears upon their Mother's 
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Grave, till from the Earth did ſpring ſome mournful Flower, to bear 


remembrance of her Death, as did the Violet that ſprung from chaſt 
Adonis's Blood, where Venus wept to ſee him flain. Likewiſe the other 
Six Champions (that all the time of their Lamencations ſtood like Men 
_ drowned in the depth of Sorrow) began now a little to recover them- 
ſelves, and after proteſted by the Honour of true Knighthood, and by 
the Spur and Golden Garter of S. George's Leg, to accompany him un- 
to the Holy Land bare footed, without either Horſe or Shooe, only 
dlad in rutler Gaberdines, like the uſual Pilgrims of che World; and 
never to return till they had paid their Vows at that bleſſed Sepulchre. 
Thus in this forrowful manner wearied they the time away, filling 
the Wood with:Ecchoes-of their Lamentations, and recording their 
- Dolours to the whiſtling Winds ; but at laſt when black Night began to 


approach, and wich her ſable Mantle to overſpread the cryftal Firma- 


ment, they retired with her dead Body, back to che City of London, 
where the report of this Tragical Accident, drowned their Friends in a 
Sea of Sorrow; for the News of her untimely Death was no ſooner 
bruited abroad, but the ſame cauſed both Old and Young to lament the 
loſs of ſo ſweet a Lady. The Silver- keaded Age that had wont in 
" ſcarlet Gowns to meet in Counſel, fat now in diſcontented Gries; the 
_ gallant Youth: and comely Virgins, that had wont to beautifie tlie 
Streets with coſtly Garments, went Soopaghy and down in mourn- 
ful Veſtures ; and: thoſe remorſeleſs Hearts that ſeldom were oppreſſed 
with Sorrow, now conſtrained their Eyes like Fountains to diſtill 
floods of briniſh and pearly Tear.

This general Grief of the Citizens continued for the ſpace of Thir- 
ty Days z at the end whereof, 5. George with his Sons and the other 
Champions interred her Body very honourably, and erected over the 
lame a rich and coitly Monument (in ſumptuous State, like the Tomb 
_ of Mauſolus, which was called one of the Wonders of the World; or 
like to the Piramids of Greece, which was a ſtain to all Architects) for 
' itkereon was Portraied the Queen of Chaſtity with ker Maidens, bathing 
themſelves in a, cryſtal Fountain, as a Witneſs: of her wondrous Cha- 
ſtity, againſt the luſtful Aſſailments of all laſcivious Attempts. | 
Thereon was alſo lively pictured a Turele-Dove ſitting upon a Tree of 
Gold, in Sign of the true Love that she bore to her betrothed Husband. 
A lſo a Slilver- coloured Swan ſwimming upon a cryſtal River, as a 
Token of her Beauty; for as the Swan excelleth all other Fowls in 


Whiteneß, ſo she excelled all the Ladies in the World for Beauty. 
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1 leave to ſpeak of the curious Workmanſhip ofthe: Pinacles that 


were frame d all of the pureſt Jeat, enamelled wich Silver and Jaſper- 
Stones: And I omit the Pendants of Gold, the Eſcutcheons of Prin- 
ces, and the Arms of Countries that beautified her Tomb, the Diſ-

Silver Table, and all things performed according to S. George's Directi- 


on, he left his Sons in the City of London, under the Government of 


the Engliſh King; and in company of the other Six Champions, he 
took his Journey towards Feruſalem. ” 
They were attired after the manner of Pilgrims, in ruſſet Gaberdines 
don to their Feet, in their Hands they bore Staves of Ebon- Wood, 
tipt at the ends with Silver, the Pikes whereof were of the ſtrongeſt 
Ly4ian Steel, of ſuch a ſharpneſs, that they were able to pierce a Tar- 
get of Tortois-ſhell ; upon their Breaſts hung Croſſes of crimſon Silk, 
- * they were Chriſtian Pilgrims, travelling to the Sepulchre of 
In this manner ſet they forward from England in the Spring time of 
the Year, when Flora had beautified the Earth with Nature's Tapeſtry, 
and made their Paſſages as pleaſant as the Gardens of H:ſperides, adorned 
with all kind of Odoriferous Flowers. When as they croſſed the Seas, the 
Silver Waves ſeemed to lie as ſmooth as cryſtal Ice, and the Dolphins to 
dance above the Waters, as a Sign. of a proſperous Journey. In tra- 
velling by Land, the ways ſeemed ſo ſhort and eaſie, and the chirping 
Melody of Birds made them ſuch Muſick as they paſſed, that in a ſhort 
ſeaſon they arrived beyond the Borders of Chriſtendom, and had en- 
tered the Confines of Africa, = CE EG 
here were they forced inſtead of Downy-Beds, nightly to reſt 
their weary Limbs upon heaps of Sun-burnt Mos, and inſtead of Silken 
Curtains and curious Canopies, they had the Clouds of Heaven to 
cover them. Now their naked Legs and bare Feet, that had wont to 
ſtride the ſtately Steeds, and to trample in Fields of Pagans Blood, 
were forced toclimb the craggy Mountains, and to endure the torments 
of pricking Bryars, as they travelled through the deſart Places, and 
comfortleſs ſolitary Wilderneſſes.

IHE ſwift-footed Steeds of Titan's fiery Car had almoſt finiſhed a 
I Vear ſince Sabra's Funeral was ſolemnized; in which time Saint 
George's Three Sons had viſited their Mother's Tomb oftner than were 


Days in the Year, and had ſhed more ſorrowful Tears thereon, in re- 
membrance of her Love, than are Stars in the glittering Horizon; but 


at laſt thefe Three Young. Prindes fell at a civil Diſcord and mortal 
Strife, which of them ſhould bear the trueſt Love to their Mother's 


dead Body, and which of them ſhould be held in greateſt Eſteem: 
For before many Days were expired, they concluded to offer up their 
| ſeveral Devotions at her Tomb; and he that deviſed a Gift of the ra- 
reſt Price, and of the ſtrangeſt Quality, ſhould be held worthy of the 


greateſt Honour, and accounted the Nobleſc of them all. This De- 


termination was ſpeedily performed, and info ſhort a time accompli- 


ſhed, that it was wonderful to diſcourſe. 


The firſt thinking to exceed his Brothers in the ſtrangeneſs of his 
Gift, made repair unto a cunning Enchantreſs, which had a biding in 


a ſecret Cave adjoyning to the. City, whom he procured (through 


many rich Gifts and large Promiſes) by Art to deviſe a means to get 
the Honour from his Brethren, and to give a Gift of that ſtrange 


nature, that all the World might wonder at the report thereof. 
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The Enchantreſs (being won with his Promiſes) by Art and Ma-

that ever grew in earthly Gardens, though it were then in the

Big with Child : at the which she reccived double Pain, for that it was 

- impoſflible to cover or hide it, and ſeeing her ſelf in this Caſe, like a 

Woman hated and abhorred, ſhe determined to diſcover her ſelf Pub-

lickly unto her Subjects, and deliver her Body unto them to be Sacri- 


ficed unto their Gods: and with this Determination one day ſhe cauſed 
certain of her Nobles to be ſent for, who ſtraightway came, according 

to her Commandment, but when ſhe perceived her Lords, Knights, 
and Gentlemen of Honour were come thither before her, ſhe covered 


her ſelf with a rich Robe, and fat upon her Bed in her private Cham- 
ber, being ſo pale and lean, that all they that ſaw her had great Com- 
paſſion upon her Sorrow; being all ſet round about her Bed, and 
keeping ſilence, ſhe revealed to them the Cauſe of her Grief in this 
manner: 5 
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My Lords, (quoth ſhe) I ſhame to Entitle my ſelf your Queen and” 
Sovereign, in that I have defamed the Honour of my Country, and 
little regarded the Welfare of my Common-Wealth, my glittering | 
Crown methinks is ſhaded with a Cloud of black Diſgrace, and my 
Princely Attire converted into unchaſte Habiliments, in which I have 
both loſt the liberty of my Heart, and withal, my wonted Joy, and 
now am conſtrained to endure perpetual Pain, and an ever-pining 
Death, for I have loft my Honour, and reaped nothing but Shame and 
Infamy. To conclude, I have foregone the Liberty of a Queen, and 
fold my ſelf to a Slavish Sin, only mine own is the Fault, and my own. 
shall be the Punishment. Therefore without making any Excule, I 
here ſurrender up my Body into your Powers, that you may (as an 
Evil Queen) Sacrifice me unto our Gods, for now my Lords you shall 
Underſtand, that I am Dishonoured by the Knight of the Black Caſtle, 
he hath planted a Vine within my Fruitful Garden, and alſo fown a 
Seed within my accurſed Womb, that hath made Armenia Infamous; 
he it is that hath committed hourly Evils in the World, he it is that 
delights in Virgins Spoils, and he it is that hath bereaved me of my 
Honour, but with my Conſent T muſt needs confeſs, and left me for 
a Teſtimony of this my evil Deed, big wich Child, by which my 
Virgin's Glory is converted to a monſtrous Scandal: and with this 
ſhe made an end of her lamentable Speech, and being grievouſly op- 
preſſed with the Pain of her Burthenous Womb, the ſat her down upon 
her rich Bed, and attended their Wills. e 
But when thoſe Earls, Lords, and honourable Perſonages that were 
preſent, had underſtood all that the Queen had ſaid unto them, like 
Men greatly amazed, they changed their Colours from red to white, 
and from white to red, in Sign of Anger looking one upon another, 
without ſpeaking any Words, but printing in their Hearts the Fault 
done by their Queen, to the great diſgrace of their Country, they 
without any further Conſideration, deprived her from all Princely 
Dignity, both of Crown and Regiment, and pronounced her per. 
petual Baniſhment from Armenia, like Subjects not to be governed by

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Silk, ſhe took her Nightly Repoſes upon the green Graſs, ſhadowed 
with the ſable Curtains of the Skies, and the Nurſes that were provided 
againſt her Delivery were Nymphs and Fairies dancing in the Night 
by Preſerpine's Commandment. Tho' in great Grief continued ſhe 
many Days, contenting her ſelf with her appointed Baniſhment,

©  Lyonefs, and ſometimes a ſhe-Bear, and gently give me ſuck, and 


_ contrary to the Nature of wild Beaſts, they would many times ſport 
with me, whereby ſhe conjectured that the immortal Powers had pre- 
ſerved me for ſome ſtrange Fortune: Likewiſe at my Birth Nature had 
pictured upon my Breaſt directly betwixt my two Paps the lively form 
of a purple Roſe, which as yet doth beautifie my Boſom with a Ver- 
milion Colour, and this was the Cauſe that my Mother named me Ro- 
ſana, anſwerable to my Nature's Mark. After this, we lived many a 
Year in great Diſtreſs, Penury and Want, intreating Time to redreſs 
our Woes, more often than we had lived Hours; the abundance of our 
Tears might ſuffice to make watry Seas, and our Sighs countervail the 
Stars. But at laſt, the fatal Siſters liſtning to my Mother's Moans, and 
to my great Sorrows deprived her of Life, where now I am left a com- 
fortleſs Orphan to the World, attending the time until I find ſome 
Courteous Knight that may Conduct me to the Black Caſtle, where 
my diſloyal Father hath his Reſidence, that I may there perform my 
Mother's dying Will. | 
Theſe Words being finiſhed, Roſana ſtood filent, for that her ex- 
tream Grief hindred thepaflage of her Tongue, and her Eyes rained 
ſuch a Shower of pearled Tears upon the lifeleſs Body of her Mother, 
that it conſtrained S. George's Sons to expreſs the like Sorrow : Where 
after they had let fall a few ſalt Tears down from their fad Eyes and

So when they had made this Epitaph and covered her Grave 
with green Turfs, they departed forward on their Journey, towards 
the Black Caſtle, where we will leave them in their Travels, and re- 
turn to the diſloyal Leger, and how he fortified his Caſtle by Magick 
Art, according to the Learned Skill of a Cunning Necromancer, and 
of the Adventure that hapned to S. George with the other Three Chri- 
ſtian Champions in the fame Caſtle ; therefore grant you immortal 


Powers of Invention, that my Pen may be dipt in the Water of that 


Learned Fountain, where the Nine Siſters do Inhabit, that by the help 
of that ſweet Liquor my Muſe may have a delightful Vein, fo that 
mixing the Speech of Mercury, with the Pioweſs of Mars, I may dif- 
courſe the ſtrangeſt Accident that ever hapned to wandring Knights.

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Stories you. heard in the two former Chapters, and fearing ſudden 
Vengeance to fall upon his Head, he fortified himſelf ſtrongly in his 
_ Caſtle, and with his Treaſure hired many furious Giants to defend it; 
wherein if they failed, and ſhould chance to be overcome, he conſorted 
with a wicked Necromancer, that he with Charms and Spels ſhould 
work Wonders in his Caſtle : which Magical Accompliſhments we will 
paſs over till a more convenient time, becauſe I purpoſe to explain the 
Hiſtory in good order to the Reader. V 
Firſt, ſpeak we of S. George with the other Chtiſtian Knights that 
came in revenge of the Shepherd and his unfortunate Daughter, who 
with good Succeſs arrived upon the ſhore of the Iſland, where this 
wicked Lroger and the Magician had fortified their Black Caſtle, in 
which Country the Champions like the Invincible Followers of Mars, 
fearing no danger, nor the frowns of unconſtant Fortune, betook

{ant Melodies, and made their ſweet and accuſtomed Songs without 
fear of any Man to moleſt them. In which row of pleaſant Trees 
that delighted them on both ſides, there wanted not the green Law- 
rel, ſo much eſteemed of learned Scholars, nor the ſweet Myrtle Tree, 
loved by Ladies, nor the high Cypreſs, fo much regarded of Lovers, 
nor the ſtately Pine, which for his flouriſhing height is called the Prince 
of Trees: whereby they judged it to be rather an Habitation for Gods 
and Goddeſſes, than a Terreſtial Country, for that the Golden Sun 
with his glittering Beams did paſs through thoſe green and pleaſant

Whereat the Noble Champions were almoſt overcome in their own- 
Conceits, and amazed in their Imaginations, to ſee ſo ſtrange Love, 
clean contrary unto Nature, and that there was no difference betwixt 
the Love of wild Beaſts and tame, in this manner they Travelled along, 
till upon a ſudden they arrived before the Buildings of the Black Caſtle ; 
and caſting their Eyes towards the ſame, they beheld near unto the 
principal Gate, right over the Caſtle, twelve marble Pinacles, of ſuch. 
an exceeding height, that the Pyramids of Egypt were very low in 
compariſon of them; in ſuch fort that whoſoever would look upon 
them, was ſcarce able with his fight to comprehend the height thereof, 
and they were all painted moſt gorgeouſly with ſeveral Colours.

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The which when S George beheld, and had underſtood the meaning 
of thoſe myſtical Letters, Without any more tarrying, he ſet the Sil- 
ver Trumpet to bis Mouth, and founded ſuch a vehement Blaſt, that 
it ſeemed to Eccho in the Foundation of the Caſtle ; whereat the Prin- 
cipal Gate preſently opened, and the Draw-Bridge was let down, 


Wichout the help of any viſible Hand, which. made the Champions to- 


wonder, and to ſtand amazed at the ſtrange, Accident 2 but yet intend- 
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| © cendinghot to return, like Cowards daunted with a puff of Wind, they 


alighted from their Warlike Steeds, and delivered them into the Old 
- Shepherd's Hands, to be fed upon the fragrant and green Graſs, till 
they had performed the Adventure of the Caſtle, the which they vow- 
| edeither to accompliſh, or never to return: So locking down their 
© Beavers, and drawing forth their Keen-edged Fauchions, they entred 
the Gates, and being ſafe within, the Champions looked round about 
them to ſee if they could eſpy any Body, but they ſaw nothing but a

in the very ſame place, a Woman of a great and Princely Stature, who 
was all armed in Silver Plates, with a Sword girded at her Waſte, ſhea- 
thed in a golden Scabberd, and had hanging at her Neck an Ivory Bow 


anda gilt Quiver : This Lady was of ſo great Beauty, that ſhe ſeemed 


almoſt to exceed the other, but in the fame ſort as the other did, upon a 
| fudden ſhe vaniſhed away, leaving the Champions no leſs troubled in 
their Thoughts than before they were. The Chriſtian Knights had not 
long time bewailed the abſence of the two Ladies, but that without 


ſeeing any Body, they were ſtricken with ſuch furious blows upon their

The Engliſh Champion whoſe Heart was oppreſſed with extream 
Wrath, anſwered, O falſe and accurſed Charmer (ſaid he) whom ill 
Chance confound for thy condemned Arts, and for whom the Fiends 
have digged an everlaſting Tomb in Hell, what Fury hath incens'd thee, 
that with thy falſe and deviliſh Charms thou doſt practiſe ſo much evil 
againſt travelling and adventurous Knights? 1 hope to obtain my Li- 
berty in deſpite of all thy Miſchief, and with the ſtrength of this Arm 
to break all thy Bones in ſunder. - 35 
All that thou doſt and wilt do I ſuffer at thy hands, replyed the Ne- 
cromancer; only for Revengement that J will take of thee for the 
ſlaughter of my Maſter's Giants, which as yet lie murdered in the 
Court, and that very quickly : and therewithal he went inviſibly out 
of the Cave : So-not long after- at his back he heard a ſudden noiſe, 
and beheld as it were a window opening by little and little, whereas 
there appeared a clear hght, by the which S. George plainly perceived

Proweſs than any other in all the World, elſe could they not have cho- 


ſen, but have been overcome by this remorſeleſs Monſter, which 
- ſeemed to be of force to deſtroy Kingdoms therewithal ſhe alighted 
in good ſtate from her Palfrey, and fare her down under the ſhadow | 


of a Pine Tree, where the three Knights likewiſe fate down, and laid

that ic ſeemed to rattle like a violent tempeſtuous Storm of Thunder 
in the Element, 5 5 185 

Then preſently there appeared (looking out of a Marble pillar d 
Window) the Magician, newly riſen from his Bed, in a wrought 


Shirt with black Silk, and covered with a Night-Gown of Damask Vel- 


vet; and ſeeing the Knights with the Lady ſtanding before the Gate, 

he thus diſcourteoully greeted them, 3 
Vou Knights of ſtrange Countries (ſaid he) for fo doth it appear by 
your ſtrange Demeanours, if you deſire to have the Gates opened, and 
your Bones buried in the Vaults of our Caſtle, turn back unto the 
Jaſper Pillar behind you, and found the S lver Trumpet that hangs upon 

it, ſo ſhall your entry be eaſie, but your coining forth miraculous. 
And thereupon the Magician left the Window. 
| Whereupon one of the Knights went unto the Jaſper Pillar, and 
with a vehement Breach ſounded the Enchanted Trumpet, as S. George 
did before, whereat the Gates flew open in like manner; whereinto 
(without diſturbance) they entered; and coming into the ſame Court 
where the Champions had tought with the Giants, they eſpied the En- 
chanted Lamps, which hung burning before the entry of the Cave where 
the Champions lay upon the Enchanted Bed. Under the Lamps hung 
a Silver Tablet in an Iron Chain, in it was written theſe Words fol- 
lowing.

But ſhe that is a Virgin chaſt and pure, 
And Nature at her Birth did ſo diſpoſe, 
Upon her Breaſt to print a Purple Roſe.  _ - 
Theſe Verſes being peruſed by the three Knights, and finding them 
as it were, contrived in the manner of a myſtical Oracle, they could 


not imagine what they ſhould ſignifie: But Roſana being ſingulat well 


Conceited, and of a quick Underſtanding, preſently knew that by her 
the Adventures ſhould be finiſhed, and therefore ſhe encouraged them to 
a forwardneſs, and to ſeek out the Enchanted Fountain, that by the 


Water thereof the Lamps might be quenched; and the Seven Champi- 
ons delivered out of Captivity. :

This importunate Deſire of Roſana, cauſed the three young Knights 


not to loſe any time, but to ſearch in every corner of the Caſtle, till 

they had found the place wherein the Fountain was: For as they went 
towards the North-fide of the Court, they eſpied another little Door 
ſtanding in the Wall, and when they came to it, they ſaw that it was 


made all of very ſtrong Iron, with a Portal of Steel, and in the Key- 
hole thereof there was a Brazen Key, with the which they did open 
it, whereat preſently (unto their wonderful amazements) they heard. 
a very fad and ſorrowful Voice breath forth theſe Words following: 


Let no Man be ſo fool-hardy, as to enter here |; for it is a Place of Terrour 
and Confuſion. 


Vet for all this they entered in thereat, and would not be daunted 


with any ceremonious Fear, but like Knights of Heroical Eſtimation, 
they went forward : wherein they were no ſooner entered, but they 


faw that it was wonderful dark, and it ſeemed unto them that it ſhould 
be a very large Hall, and there they heard very fearful howlings, as 
though there had been a Legion of Hell-hounds, or that Plato's Dog 
bad been Vicegerent of that Place.

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Lady leave thei Companies for any danger at all, but they entred in 
further, ;andtook off their Gauntlets from. their leſt hands, whereon 
they wore marvellous great and fine Diamonds which were ſet in 
Rings, that gave ſo much light that they might plainly ſee all things thae 
were in the Hall, the which was very great and wide, and upon the 
Walls were painted the Figures of many furious Fiends, Devils, with 


other ſtrange Viſions framed by Magick Att, only to terrifie the Be- 


holders. But locking very circumſpectly about them on every ſide, 


they efpied the Enchanted Fountain ſtanding directly in the middle of 
the Hall, towards which they went wich their Shields braced on their 
left Arms, and their good Swords charged in their right hands, ready 
to withſtand any dangerous Accident, whatſoever ſhould happen. 

But coming to the Fountain, and offering to fill their Helmets with 
Water, there appeared before them a ſtrange and terrible Griphon, 


which ſeemed to be all of flaming Fire, who ſtruck all the three Knights 


one after another in ſuch ſort, that they were forced to recoil back a 
great way: yet notwithſtanding with Diſcretion they kept themſelves. 


upright, and with a wonderful lightneſs accompanied with no leſs 


anger, they threw their Shields at their Backs, and taking their Swords 
in both their Hands, they began moſt fiercely to aſſail the Griphon 
with mortal and ſtrong Blows : Then preſently there appeared before 


them a whole Legion of Devils with Fleſh hooks in their hands, ſpit- _ 


ting forth flames of Fire, and breathing from their Noſtrils ſmoaking 
Sulphur and Brimſtone. In this terrible fort tormented they theſe. 
three Valiant Knights, whoſe Years although they were but Young, 
yet with great Wrath and redoubled Force adventured they theme _ 
ſelves amongſt this Helliſh Crew, ſtriking ſuch terrible Blows, that in 
ſpite of them they came unto the Fountain, and proffered to takeof the 
Water; but all in vain, for they were not only put from it by this 
Deviliſh Company, but the Water it ſelf glided from their hands. 

Oh in what great travel and perplexity theſe Knights remained 
amongſt this wicked and deviliſh Generation, for to deſend themſelves, 
that they might attain to the finiſhing of this Adventure, according to 
their Knightly Promiſe. _ | 
But during the time of all theſe dangerous Encounters, Roſana ſtood 
like one bereft of Senſe, through the Terrour of the ſame; but at laſt 
remembring her ſelf of the Superſcription written in the Silver Tablet, 
the which the Knights peruſed by the Enchanted Lamps; the ſignifi- 
cation of which was, That the quenching of the Lights ſhould be accom- 
pliſhed by a pure Virgin that. had the lively Form of a Roſe Nacuraily

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pictured upon her Breaſt, all the which Riſana knew moſt certainly 
to be comprehended in her ſelf, therefore whilſt they continued in their 
dangerous Fight, the took up a Helmet that was pulled froni one of 
the Knights Heads by the furious force of the Griphon, and ran unto 
the Fountain, and filled it with Water, wherewith. she quenched the 
Enchanted Lamps, with as much eaſe as though one had dipped a waxen 
„% or warn. 722i 
This was no ſooner done and finished, to Roſana's chiefeſt Content- 
ment, but then the Skies began to wax dark, and immediately to be 
overſpread with a black and thick Cloud, and it came with great Thun. 
dring and Lightnings, and ſuch a terrible noife as tho? the Earth would 
have ſunk ; and the longer it endured, the more was the fury thereof, 
in ſuch ſort that the Griphon with all that deluded Generation of 
Spirits vanished away, and the Knights forſook their Encounters, and 
fell upon their Knees, and with great humility they defired in their 
Hearts to be delivered from the Fury of that exceeding and terrible 
Tempeſt. By this ſudden Alteration of the Heavens, the Knight of 
the Caſtle knew that the Lamps were extinguished, the Champions re- 
deemed from their Enchanted Sleeps, the Caſtle yielded to the plea- 
 1weof the three Knights, and his own Life to the fury of their Swords, 
except he preſerv'd it by a ſudden Flight, ſo preſently he departed the 
Caſtle, and ſecretly fled out of the Iſland unſuſpected by any one: 
of whoſe after Fortunes, Mileries, and Death, you ſhall hear more 
. hereafter in the Courſe of the Hiſtory following. 5 
- The Necromancer by his Art likewiſe knew that the Caſtle was 
yielded unto his Enemies Power, and that his Charms and Magick 
Spels nothing prevailed , therefore he caufed two airy Spirits in the 
likeneſs of two Dragons to carry him ſwiftly through the Air in an 
Ebon Chariot.

Here we likewiſe will leave him in his wicked and deviliſh Attempts 
and damned Enterprizes, which ſhall be diſcourſed hereafte” more at 
large; becauſe it appertaineth to our Hiſtory now to ſpeak of the ſeven - 
Renowned Champions of Cbriſtendom, that by the quenching of the 
Lamps, were awaked from their Enchantments, wherein they had 
lain in obſcurity for the ſpace of ſeven Days For when they were 
riſen from their Sleep. and had rowzed up tneir drowtie Spirits, like 
Men newly recovered from a France, being aſhamed of that diſho 
nourable Enterprize, they long time gazed on each others Face, being 
not able to expreſs their Minds, but by bluſhing looks, being the ſilent 
ſpeakers of their extream Sorrows : Yet at laſt, S. George began to 
expreſs the extremity of his Grief in this manner: |

now your wonted Valours, of late ſo much Renowned through the 
World?

And thereupon he fell upon his Knees, and ſaid, Thou that art the 
Guider of all our Fortunes, unto thee I Invocate and Call, and defire. 
thee to help us, and do not permit us to have our Fames taken away 
for this Dichonour, and let us merit Dignity by our Victories, and that 
our bright Renowns may ride upon the glorious Wings of Fame, where- 


by the Babes as yet unborn may ſpeak of us, and in time to come fill 05 | 


whole Volumes with our Princely Atchievements. 

Theſe and ſuch like Speeches pronounced this Diſbontented Cam- 
pion, till ſuch time as the Elements cleared, and that golden faced 
Phzbus glittered with ſplendant Brightneſs into the Cave through a ſe- 
cret Hole, which ſeemed in their Conceits to dance about the Vail of R 
Heaven, and to rejoice at their happy Deliveries. 

In this joyful manner returned they up into the Court of the Caſtle, 
with their Armours buckled faſt unto their Bodies, which had not been 
unbraced in Seven Days before, where they met with the Three 
Knights coming to ſalute them, and to give them the Courteſies of 
Knighthood. | 
Bur when Saint George ſaw his Sons, whom he had not ſeen in Two- 
| Years before, he was fo raviſhed with Joy, that. he ſwooned in their 
Boſoms, being not able to give them his Blefling ; ſo great was the 
Pleaſure he took in their Sights. 

Here I leave the joyful Greeting betwixt the Father and his TOY.

ons: But when Ryſana ſaw her diſmiſs'd from her purpoſe, and that 
ſhe could not perform her Mother's Will againſt her diſloyal Father, ſhe 
proteſted by her Mother's Name, never to cloſe up her chearful Eyes 
with quiet Sjumbeis, nor ever reſt her weary Limbs in Bed of 
Down, but travel up and down the Circled Earth, till ſhe. enjoy'd a 
ſight of her difloyal Father, whom as yet her Eyes did never ſee. 
Therefore {he conjured the Champions by the Love aid Honour that 
Knights do bear unto poor diſtreſſed Ladies. to grant her Liberty to 
depart, and not to hinder her from her intended Travel. 
The Knights conſidered with themſelve, that ſhe was a Lady of a 
Divine Inſpiration, born unto ſome ſtrange Fortune, and one by the 
4-4 >bag appointed, which had redeem'd them from a wonderful 
Milery.

| Therefore they condeſcended to her Deſires, and not only gave 
ber Leave to depart, but furniih'd her with all Things belonging to

Firtt, they found within the Caſtle an Armour fit for a Woman. 
the which the Enchanter had cauſed to be made by Magick Art, of 
ſuch a ſingular Nature, that no Weapon could pierce it, and fo light in 
wearing, that it weighed no heavier than a Tyget's Skin; it was cor» 
triv'd after the Amaxonian Faſhion, plated before with Silver Plates, 
| Fke the Scales of a Dolphin, and riveted together with Golden Nails: 
So that when ſhe had it upon her Back, The ſeem'd like to Diana, hunt- 
ing in the Forreſt of Transfo:m?d Aten. 
_ Tikewiſe they found ſtanding in the Stable, at the Eaſt-fide of the 
Caſile, a luſty limbed Steed big of Stature, and oi 2 very good Hair, 
for the half Parts forwards was of the Colour of a Wolf, and the other 
halt was all black, ſaving that here and there it was ſpottec ] with little 
white Spots; his Feet were cloven, fo that he needed not at any time 
to be ſhod; his Neck was fomewhit long, having a little Head, with 
great Ears hanging down like a Hound ; his Pace was with great Ma- 
jeſty, and he ſo doubled his Neck, that his Mouth touched his Breaſt, 
therg came out of his Mouth Two great Tusks like unto an Elepian:, 
and he did exceed all Hortes in the World in Lightneſs , and did run 
with an exceeding good Grace.

When this worthy Champion S. George was about to anſwer him,

and by her Face ſhe ſeemed that ſhe ſhould be very ſtrangely afflicted 
with Torments, and with a ſorrowful Voice ſhe ſaid : e

Daughter that was very Fair, whoſe Name was Angelica, Humble; 
Wiſe, and Chaſt; who was beloved of a mighty Duke, and a Man 
wonderful Cunning in the Black Art: this Magician had a {age and 
grave Countevance, and one that for». Wiſdom better deſerved the 
Government than any other in the Kingdom, and was very well 
eſteemed throughout all Babylon almoſt equally with the King: For 
which thete ingendered in the King's Heart a ſecret rancour and ha- 
tred towards him. The Magician caſt. his Love upon the young Prin- 
ceſs Angelica, and it was ordained by Deſtiny that ſhe ſhould repay him 
with theſame Affection, fo that both their Hearts being wounded with 
Love the one to the other, they endured ſundry great Paſſions.

Man find in thee Ingratitude, for that I cannot live, except continually 
I enjoy thy ſight, and do not muſe (my Lord) at theſe my Words, 
for the entire Love that I bear to you, conſtraineth me to make it manifeſt. 
And this believe of a certainty, that if thy fight be abſent from me, it 
will be an occaſion that my Heart will lack his vital Recreation, and 
my Soul for ſake her Earthly Habitation. Nou know, my Lord, how 
that the King my Father doth bear you no good Will, but doth hate you 
from his Soul, which will be an occaſion that we cannot enjoy our 
Hearts Contentments; forthe which I have determined (if you think 
well thereof): tb leave both my Father and my Native Country, and 
to go and live with you in a ſtrange Land. Andiif you deny me this, 
you ſhall very quickly ſee your loving Lady without Life; but I know 
you will not deny me, for” thereon conſiſteth the benefit of mz 
Welfare, and my chiefeſt Proſperity. And therewithal ſhedding a few 
Tears from her Ciyſtal Eyes, ſhe held her Peace. | 
The Magician (as one half raviſhed with her earneſt Deſires), an- 
fwered and 1919 5;; Mr bn b 1 8 5 | 
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My Love and ſweet Miſtreſs, wherefore have you any doubt that 
J will not fulfill and accompliſh your deſire in all things? therefore out 
of hand put all things in readineſs that your Pleaſure is to have done: 
For what more Benefit or Contentment can I receive, than to enjoy 
your ſight continually, in ſuch fort that neither of us may depart from 
the others Company, till the fatal Deſtinies give end to our Lives? Or 
il it ſo fall out, that Fortune frown upon us, that we be eſpied and 
taken in our Enterprize, and ſuffer Death together, what more Glory 
can there happen unto me, than to die with thee, and to end my Lite 

betwixt thy Arms; therefore do not trouble your ſelf dear Lady and 
Miſtreſs, but give me leave for to depart your Preſence, that I may 
provide all things in readineſs for our Departures. And ſo with this 
Concluſion they took leave one of the other, and departed away with 
as great Secreſie as might poſſibly be deviſed. Lo Th, 
After this, within a few days, the Magician by his Enchantment 
cauſed a Chariot to be made, that was drawn by the flying Dragons

ſtanding upon a Rock by the Sea-ſide, offering to caſt her Body into 
the Waves before ſhe would return to Babylon, and that he beheld her 

Lover With an Army of Satyrs and Wild-Men ready furniſhed with 
HFabiliments of War to pull him from his Throne, and to deprive him

Out of this Viſion he preſently ſtarted from his Chair, as though it 
had been one frighted with a Legion of Spirits, and cauſed four of the

Appeaſe your Wrath, 
and withdraw your unmerciful Sword, and hearken unto this which I 
ſay, in diſcharging my ſelf of that you charge me withal. You ſhall: 
underſtand, my Lord and Father, that I was overcome and con- 
| ſtrained by Love, for to Love, forgetting all Fatherly Lore and Duty 
towards your Majeſty : Yet for all that, having power to Do 
the ſame, it was not to your Diſhonour, in that I live honourably with- 
my Husband : Then the King (with a Viſage fraught with terrible- 
Ire) more like a Dragon in the Woods of Hircania, than a Man by: 
Nature, anſwered and faid : | | 1 
Thou Viperous Brat, degenerate from Natures kind, thou wicked 
Traytor to thy Generation | What reaſon haſt thou to make this falſe 
Excuſe, when as thou haſt commicted a Crime that deſerves more 
Puniſhment than Humane Nature can inflict ? And in faying theſe 
Words, he lift up his Sword, intending to ſtrike her into the Heart, 
and to bath his Weapon in his own Daughters Blood: Whereat Fidelia 
being preſent, gave a terrible ſhriek, and threw her ſelf upon the 
Body of unhappy Angelica, offering her tender Breaſt to the fury of 
his ſharp cutting Sword, only ſet at liberty her dear Lady and Miſtreſs, 
But when the furious King ſaw her in this fort make her Defence, 
he pulled her off by the Hair of her Head, offering — her 
| licate 
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delicate Body under his Feet, thereby to make a way, that he might 
execute his determined Purpoſe without reſiſtance of any). 
Fidelia, when ſhe ſaw the King determined to kill his Daughter, like 
unto a Lioneſs, ſhe hung about his Neck, and ſaid ; Thou Monſtrous 
| Murderer, more cruel than the mad Dogs in Egypt, why doſt thou 
determine to ſlaughter the moſt Chaſt and Loyalleſt Lady in the World, 
even ſhe within whoſe Lap untamed Lions will come and ſeep. 

Thou art thy ſelf (I ſay) the occaſion of all this Evil, and thine 

only is the Fault, for that thy. ſelf wert ſo Malicious, and ſo full of 
Mͤ,Miſchief, that ſhe durſt not let thee underſtand of her Love. 

Theſe Words and Tears of Fidelia did little profit to mollifie the King's 
Heart, who rather like a wild Boar in the Wilderneſs being compaſſed 
about with a Company of Dogs, moſt irefully ſhook his Limbs, and 

_ threw Hdelia from him in ſuch fort, that he had almoſt daſht her Brains 
againſt the Chamber Walls, and with double Wrath he did proceed to 
execute his Fury. Yet, for all this, Fidelia with terrible shrieks ſought 
to hinder him, till ſuch time as with his Cruel Hand he thruſt his Sword 
into her Ladies Breaſt, ſo that it appeared forth at her Back, whereby 
her Soul was forced to leave her Terreſtial Habitation, and fly into 
the wide Air, after thoſe which died for True Loves ſake. _ | 

Thus this unhappy Angelica when ſhe was moſ} at quiet, and content 
with her mean kind of Life, then Fortune turned her unconſtant 
Wheel, and caſt her from a glorious Delight to ſudden Death 

The ireful King, when he beheld his Daughter's Blood ſprinkled 

about the Chamber, and that by his own Hands it was committed, he 
repented himſelf of the Deed, and curſed the Hour wherein the firſt 
motion of ſuch a Crime entred into his Mind, wiſhing the Hand that 
did it, ever after might be lame, and the Heart that did contrive it, to 
be plagued with more Extremities than was miſerable Oedipus, or to 
be terrified with her Ghoſtly Spirit, as was the Macedonian Alexander 

with Clitus's Shadow, whom he cauſleſly Murdered, 

In this manner the unfortunate King repented his Daughter's bloody 
Tragedy, with this determination, not to ſtay till the Magician re- 
turned from his Hunting Exerciſe, but to exclude himſelf from the 

Company of all Men, and to ſpend the remnant of his loathſome Life 
among untamed Beaſts in ſome wild Wilderneſs.

Nidelia (after the Departure of the King) uſed ſuch violent Fury 
againſt her ſelf, both by rending the golden Trammels of her Hair, 
and tearing her Roſie-Coloured Face with her furious Nails, that ſhe 
rather ſeemed an infernal Fury, ſubje& to Wrath, than any Earthly 
Creature furniſhed with Clemency : She fate over Angelica's Body, 
wiping her bleeding Boſom with a Damask Scarf, which ſhe pulled 
from her Waſt, and bathing her dead Body in lukewarm Tears, which 
forcibly ran down from her Eyes like an overflowing Fountain. 
In this woful manner ſpent the ſorrowful Fidelia that unhappy Day, 
till bright Phæbus went into the Weſtern Parts: At which time the 
Magician returned from his accuſtomed Hunting, and finding the Door | 
open, he entered into Angelica's Chamber, where when he found her 
Body weltring in congealed Blood, and beheld how Fidelia fate weeping 
over her bleeding Wounds, he curſed himſelf, for that he accounted 
his Negligence the occaſion of her Death, in that he had not left her 
in more ſafety. But when Fidelia had certified him, how that by the 
Hands of her own Father ſhe was ſlaughtered, he began like a Frantick 
Tyrant to rage againſt black Deſtiny, and to fill the Air with terrible

Oh cruel Murderer ! (faid he,) crept from the Womb of ſome un- 
tamed Tyger, I will be ſo revenged upon thee, O unnatural King, 
that all Ages ſhall wonder at thy Miſery.

And likewiſe thou unhappy Virgin alt endure like Puniſhment, in 
that thy accurſed Tongue hath bruited this fatal Deed unto my Ears, 
the one for committing the Crime, and the other for reporting it. 

For I will caſt ſuch deſerved Vengeance upon your Heads, and 
place your Bodies in ſuch continual Torments, that you ſhall lament my 
Ladies Death, leaving alive the Fame of her with your Lamentations. 

And in ſaying theſe Words, he drew a Book out of his Boſom, 
and in reading certain Charms, and Enchantments, that were there- 
in contained, he made a great and very black Cloud appear in the Skies, 
which was brought by terrible and haſty Winds, in the which he took 
them up both, and brought them into the Enchanted Caſtle, where 
ever ſince they have remained in this Tomb cruelly tormented with un- 
quenchable Fire, and muſt for ever continue in the ſame Extremity,

And near unto the Sepulchre, there lay a terrible great Beaſt, hea- 
ded like a Lion, his Breaſt and Body like a Wolf, and his Tail like a 
Scorpion; which ſeemed to ſpit continually flames of Fire. The 
Sepulchre was compaſſed about with a Wall of Iron, with four Gates 
for to enter in thereat ; the Gates were after the manner and colour of 
fine Diamonds ; and directly over the top of the chiefeſt Gate ſtood 
a Marble Pillar, whereon hung a Table written with red Letters, the 
Contents whereof were as follow: . N

This Monument was no ſooner framed by the afliſtance of Pluto

ſtriving for what unto the King properly and of Right belonged. 
The unnatural Cauſers and Stirrers up to this Blood-devouring Con- 


| troverſie, were four Noble-men, unto whom the King unadviſedly

So, when he had written this Epitaph, the Chriſtian Champions 4 
mounted upon their ſwift footed Steeds, and- bad adieu to the unhappy _ * 
Confines of Haly, hoping to find better Fortunes in other Countries. in 
which Trayel we will leave them for a time, and ſpeak of the Prince 

of Rome, who after the diſcomfiture of the Roman Knights, fled in 
fuch haſte from the Furies of the Warlike Champions. After which, 
he like a raging Lyon traverſed along by the River Hybris, filling all 
Places with his Melancholly Paſſions, untill ſuch time as he entred into 
a thick Grove, wherein he purpoſed to reſt his weary Limbs, and la- 
ment his Misfortunes.

Which being done, he beheld the King of Arabia tarrying to receive 
"him at the Juſt ; and the Trumpets began to ſound, giving them to 
underſtand, that hex muſt prepare themſelves ready to the Encounter, 
wWhereto theſe two Knights were nothing unwilling, but ſpurred theit 
Courſers with great Fury, and cloſed together with Couragious Valour.

At the ſecond Courſe the young Prince of Fez, was carried over his

both provided, the Trumpets began to found, 'whereat with great Fury 
theſe two Warhke Knights met together, and neither of them miſſed 
their Blows at their Encounter, but yet by reaſon that S. George had a 
defire to extol his Fame, and to make his Name reſound through the 
World, he ſtrook the Giant ſuch a mighty blow upon his Breaſt, that

Although it did grieve the young Man very much, yet for all that, 
ſeeing the great Friendſhip that he uſed towards him, in uttering his 
ſecrets unto him before any other, without reply ing to the contrary, he 
very diligently took the Armour and hid it, till he found convenient 
time to put it into a Ship very ſecretly. 3 8 
So likewiſe, he put into the fame Ship two of the beſt Horſes which 
the Emperor had; and forthwith he gave the Prince to underſtand, 
that all things were then in a readineſs, and in good order: Pollemus 


diſſembling with the accuſtomed ſorrow that he uſed, withdrew him- _ 


felf into his Chamber, till ſuch time as the dark Night came. 
Which when it was come, he made himſelf ready with his Apparel, 
and when all the People of the Court were at their reſt and in their 
ſleep, he alone with his Page, who was named Mercutio, departed the 
Palace, and went to the Sea-ſide, His Page did call the Mariners of 
the Ship, who ſtraightway brought unto them their Boat, into the 
which they entred, and went ſtrait aboard. Pr Sn OP 
And being therein, for that the Wind was very fair, he commanded 
to weigh their Anchors, and to hoiſe up Sails, and to commit themſelves 
to the mercy of the Waters; as he commanded, all was done, and ſo in 
ſhort time they found themſelves ingulphed in the Main Ocean, far 
from the ſight of any Land. 5 25 
But when the Emperor his Father underſtood of his ſecret departure, 
the Lamentation which he made was very much; and he commanded 
his Knights to go unto the Sea-ſide to know if there were any Ship that 
departed that night; and when it was cold them that there was a Bark 
that haled Anchor, and hoiſed Sail, they ſuppoſed ſtraightway that the 
Prince was gone away. 3 5 5 
I cannot here declare the great grief and ſorrow which the Emperor 
felt in his woful Heart for the abſence of his Son, which a long time 
he always ſuſpected and feared. But when the departure of Pollemus 
was bruited through all Conſtant inople, all Sports and Feaſts ceaſed, and 
all the People of the Country were overcome with a general ſorrow. 
So Pollemus ſailed through the deep Seas three days and three nights, 
with a very fair and proſperous fore Winc. 
The fourth Day in the evening being calm, and no Wind at all, the 
Mariners went to take their reſts, ſome on the Poop, and ſome on the 
fore Ship, for to eaſe their weary Bodies. The Prince (who fate upon the 
Poop of the Ship) asked his Page for his Lute, the which ſtraightway 
was given him, and ſung ſo ſweetly, that it ſeemed to be a moſt Hea-

venly melody, and being in this ſweet Muſick he heard a very lamentable 
cry, as it were of a Woman, and leaving his delicate Muſick, he gave 
_ a liſtning attentive Ear to hearken what this ſorrowful Creature ſaid, 
and by reaſon of the ſtillneſs of the Night, he might eaſily hear as it 
were a Woman uttering theſe Words: 3 V 
It will little profit thee, thou cruel Tyrant, this thy bold hardineſs, 
for that I am beloved of ſo worthy a Knight, as will undoubtedly re- 
venge this tyrannous Cruelty proffered m. | 
Then he heard another Voice which ſeemed to anſwer:  _ 
Now TI have thee in my Power, there is no humane Creature of 
ſtrength able enough to deliver or redeem thee from the torments that 
(in my determination) I have purpoſed thou ſhalt endure. ES 
Pollemus could hear no more, by reaſon that the Bark wherein they 
were, paſſed by fo ſwiftly; but he ſuppoſed that it was his Lady's Voice 
which he heard, and that ſhe was carried by force away. So (laying 
- down his Lute) he began to fall into a great thought, and was very 
| heavy and ſorrowful, in that he knew not how to adventure for her 


Recovery. . „„ Ke Lie 
Being in this Cogitation, he returned to his Page, which was aſleep, 
and ſtruck him with his Foot, and awaked him, ſaying : What, didſt 
thou not hear the great Lamentation that my Lady Dulcippa made (as 
to me it ſeemed) being in a ſmall Bark that is paſſed by, and gone for- 
wards along the Seas? To which the Page Mercutio anſwer'd nothing, 
for he was ſtill in a found ſleep. To which the Prince called again, 
faying : Ariſe I ſay, bring forth my Armour, call upon the Mariners. 
that they may launch their Boat into the Sea; for by the Omnipotent 
Jupiter. I fwear that I will not be called the Son of my Father, if I 
do ſuffer ſuch violence to be done againſt my Love, and not procure 
with all my ſtrength to revenge the ſame. FT Es s 
Mercutio would have replied unto him, but the furious Countenance 
of the Prince would not give him leave, no, not once to look upon 
his Face: So he brought forth his Armour, and buckled it on. 
In the mean time the Mariners had lanched their Boat into the Sea, 
vhereinto he leaped with a haily fury, and carryed with him his Page 
and four of the Mariners for to row the Bark, and he commanded 
them to take their way towards the other company that paſſed by them. 
So they laboured all the Night, till ſuch time as bright Phæbus with 
his glittering Beams gave unto them ſuch light, that they might diſcover 
and ſee the other Bark, although ſomewhat afar off, 
So they laboured with great Courage till two Parts of the Day was 


ſpent, at which time they ſaw come after them a Gally which was 


rowed

rowed with Eight Oars upon a fide, and it made fo great ſpeed, that 
in a trice they were with them, and he ſaw that there was in her 
three Knights, in bright Armour, to whom Pollemus called with a loud 
Voice, ſaying : Moſt courteous Knights, I requeſt you to take me into 
your Gally, that being in her, I may the better accompliſh my Deſire. 
The Knights which were in the Gally paſſed by the Prince without 
making return of any anſwer, but rather ſhewed that they made but 
little account of hing. 


Theſe three Knights were the Sons of the Engliſh Champion, who. . 


departed from their Father in his Journey towards Babylon, to ſet the 
King again in his Kingdom. 8 . 
But now to follow our Hiſtory : The Prince of Conſtantinople ſeeing. 
the little account they made of him, with the great anger and fury 
that he received, he took an Oar in one Hand, and another in the 
| other Hand, and with ſuch ſtrength he ſtruck the Water, that he made 
the ſlothful Bark to fly, and laboured fo fore at the Oars, that in a 
trice they were equal with the Gally. F 5 „ 
So leaving the Oars, with a light leap he put himſelf into the Gallß 
with his Helm on, and his Shield at his Shoulder, and being within, he 
ſaid : Now ſhall you do that by force, which before (I uſing great 
cCourteſie) you would not yield unto. „ 
This being ſaid, one of S. George's Sons took the Encounter in Hand, 
thinking it a blemiſh to the Honour of Knighthood by multitudes to 
aſſail him; ſo they two brave Knights without any advantage the one. 
of the other, made their Encounters ſo valiantly, that it was a Wonder 
to all the Beholders. „ js 
The Prince of Conſtantinople ſtruck the Engliſh Knight ſuch a furious: 
blow, that he made him decline his Head to his Breaſt, and. forced. 
him to recoil backwards two or three ſteps, but he came quickly again 
to himſelf, and returned him ſo mighty a blow upon his Helmet, that: 
he made all his Teeth to chatter in his Head, which was pitiful to. ſee. 
Then began betwixt them a marvellous and well-fought Battel, that 
all that beheld them greatly admired : With great Policy and Strength 
they endured the bickering all Day, and when they ſaw the dark and: 
tenebrous Night come upon them, they ſtrove. with more courage and 
ſtrength to finthh their Battel. ns | 
The Prince of Conſtantinople puffing and blowing like an enraged 
Bull, lift up his Sword with both his Hands, anddiſcharged.it {o ſtrong. 
ly upon his Enemy, that by force he made him to fall to the ground, 
and therewithal offered to pull his Helmet from his Head. But when. 
_ the, Engliſh Knight ſaw himſelf in that fore, he threw his Shield from 


him, | 
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& 1 him, and very ſtrongly caught the other about the Neck, and held 


him faſt, fo that betwixt them began a mighty and terrible Wreſtlin 5 


tumbling and wallowing up and down the Galley, breaking their Planks 


and Oars, that it was ſtrange to behold. 


Fo - At this time the Night began to be very datk, wherefore they called 


for Lights, which prefently were brought them by the Mariners; in 


the mean time theſe Knights did- ſomewhat breath themſelves al. 


though it was not much. So when the lights were brought, they retur- 
ned to their old Combate with new force and ſtrength, a 


O Heavens, faid Pollemys, I cannot believe to the contrary, but that 


3 this is Mars the God of War, that doth contend in a Battel with me, 


and for the great Envy he bears againſt me, he goeth about to diſho- 


nour me: And with theſe Words they thickned their Blows with great 


delperateneſs 


And although this laſt Aſſault continued more than two Hours, yet 


neither of them did faint, but at the laſt, they both together lift up 


their Swords, and charged them together, the one upon the others 
Helmet, with ſo great ſtrength, that both of them fell down upon the 


 Hatches without any remembrance. 


The reſt that looked upon them, did verily believe that they were 
both dead, by reaſon of the abundance of blood which came forth at 


| their Viſors, but quickly it was perceived that there was ſome hope of 
Life in them. Then preſently there was an agreement made betwixt 


the Knights of the Gally and Mariners of the Bark, that they ſhould 
conjoin together and travel whither Fortune ſhould conduct them; in 
this order as you have heard, carried they theſe two Knights without 


any remembrance. 


But when the Prince of Conſtantinople came to himſelf, with a loud 


Voice, he ſaid! O Love, is it poſſible to be true, that I am overthrown 


in this firſt Encounter and Aſſault of my Knighthood ? Here I curſe 
the Day of my Creation, and the Hour when firſt 1 merited the Nanſe

know not how thou canſt name thy ſelf to be the Son of the valianteft 


Knight in the World, for that thou haſt loſt thy Honour in this laſt 
Aſſault. 


This being ſaid, the two weary Knights concluded a Peace betwixt 
them, and revealed each to the other their Names and Living, _ 
4 therefore

therefore they adventured to Travel; the which when it was known; 
they failed forward that way whereas the ſorrowful Woman went; ſo 
in this ſort they travelled all the reſt of the Night that remained, till 
ſuch time as the Day began to be clear, and ſtraight way they deſcryed 
Land, to which Place with great haſte they rowed. 
And coming to Land, they found no uſed way, but one narrow 
Path, the which they kept : wherein they had not travelled long when 
they met with a poor ſimple Country Man, with a new ground 
Hatchet in his Hand, and he was going to cat ſome Fire- Wood off the 
high and broad ſpreading Trees, and of whom they demanded what 
Country and Land it was? Fs a 55 
This Country (ſaid he) is called Armenia, but yet moſt Courteous 
Knights, you muſt pardon me, for that I do requeſt you to return again, 
and proceed no further, if you do eſteem of your Lives, for in going 
this way there is nothing to be had but Death: 5 
For that the Lord of this Country is a furious Monſter, called the 
Two- Headed Knight, and he is fo furious in his Tyranny, that never 
any Stranger could as yet eſcape out of his Hands alive: And for 
Proof of his Cruelty, no longer than Yeſterday he brought hither a 
Lady Priſoner, who at her firſt coming on Shoar, he all-ro-bewhipt 
and beat her in ſuch ſort, that it would make the moſt Tyrannous Ty- 
rant that is, to relent and pity her Diſtreſs, {wearing that every day 
he would fo torment her, till her Life and Body did make their ſepa- 
ration. 5 WEL . 
Pollemus the Prince of Conſtantinople, was very attentive to the old 
Man's Words, thinking the Lady to be his Dulcippa, after whom he ſo 


long travelled ; the Grief he received at this Report, ſtruck ſuch a 3 


Terrour to his Heart, that he fell into a Swoon, and was not able to 
go any further; but S. George's Sons, who knew him to be a Knight of 
much Valour, encouraged him, and proteſted by the Honour of their 
Knighthoods, never to forſake his Company, till they ſaw his Lady 
delivered from her Torments, and he ſafely conducted home into his 
_ own Country. | 5 . 
So travelling with this Reſolution, the Night came on, and it was 
fo dark, that they were conſtrained to ſeek ſome convenient Place to 
take their Reſts, and laying themſelves down under a broad branched 
Oak-Tree, they paſſed the Night, pondering in their Minds a thou- 
ſand Imaginations.

This woful Prince with much Sorrow did behold her white Skin and 
Back all-to-beſpotted with her Blood, and taking a Cloak from one of 
the Mariners, he threw it upon her, and covered her Body, and took 
her in his Arms whilſt the other Knights unbound her. 
This unhappy Lady never felt nor knew what was done unto her, 
till ſuch time as ſhe was looſed from thoſe Bands, and in the Arms of 
her Lover.

Knights of a ſtrange Country, that at the ſorrowful Complaint of this 
Lady arrived at this place, and ſeeing her to be a fair and beautiful 
Woman, and without any deſert to be thus cvil intreated, it moved us 
to put our Perſons in adventure againſt them that will ſeem farther to 
miſuſe her..

In the mean time that the Knight was ſpeaking theſe Words, the ug- 
ly deformed Monſter beheld him very preciſely, knitting his Brows 
with the great anger he had received in hearing his Speeches, and with 
great fury he ſpurred his monſtrous Beaſt, that he made him give fo 
mighty a leap, that he had almoſt fallen on the Engliſh Knight; who 
with great lightneſs did deliver himſelf, and ſo drawing out his Sword, 
he would have ſtrucken him, but thie Beaſt paſſed by with ſo great 
ſwiftnefs that he could not reach hin.

7 So when they were all together, they commanded the Mariners to

Heath, as then remained an infectious Dragon that ſo annoyed the County, that 
the inhabitants thereabouts could not paſs: the Heath without greit danger; 
and how that Fifteen Knights of the Kingdom had already: loft their Lives in 
Adyenturing to ſuppreſs the ſame. Alſo giving him ta underſtand of à Pro- 
L That a Chriſtian Knight never born of a Woman, ſhould be the Del 
ayer thereof, and his Name in after Ages for Accompliſhing the Adventure, 
ſhould be holden for an Eternal Honour to the Kingdom. S. George no ſoonet 
hearing thereof, and what Wrongs his Native Country received by this in- 
febtions Dragon, and knowing himtelf to be the Knight, grew fo encouraged; 
that be purpoſed preſently to put cke Ad enture in Tryal, and either to free his- 
Country from ſo great Danger, or to finiſn his Days in the Attempt; fo raking 
lexve of his Sons and the reſt there pre ſent, he rode forward with as Noble a 
Spirit, as he did in AM ypt, when he there Cotabated with the burning Dragon. 


So coming to the middle of the Plain, where bis fectious Enemy lay cougtung 


the Ground, in a deep Cave, who by a ſtrange inſtin& of Nature knowing his 
Death to draw near, made ſuch a yelling Noiſe, as if the Element bad burſt 
with Thunder, or the Earth ha& ſhbok With a terrible Exbalation; ſo coming 
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from his Den, and ſpying the Champion, he ran with ſuch Fury againſt him 
as if he would have devoured both Man and Horſe in a moment, but the Cham 
pion being quick and nimble, Raye the Dragon ſuch way, that he miſt him, and 
with his Sting ran full two Foot into the Earth, but recovering, he returned 
again with ſuch rage upon S. George, that he had almoſt born his Horſe over and 
over, but that the Dragon having no ſtay of his ſtrength, fell with his Back 
_ downwatd-upon the Ground, and his Feet upward, whereat the Champion 
taking advantage, kept him ſtill down with his Horſe ſtanding upon him 
fighting, as you ſee in the Picture of S. George, with his Lance goring him 
thro' in divers parts of the Body; and withal contrariwiſe, the Dragon's Sting an- 
 noyed the good Knight in ſuch ſort, that the Dragon being no ſooner (lain & wel- 
tered in his venomous Gore, but S. George likewiſe took his Death's Wound by the 
the deep ſtroaks of the Dragons Sting, which he received in divers parts of his 
Body; and bled in ſuch abundance, that his Strength began to enfeeble, and 
grow weak; yet retaining the. true Nobleneſs of Mind, valiantly returned 
Victor to the City of Coventry, where his Three Sons with the whole Inhabi- 
tants ſtood without the Gates in great Royalty to receive him, and to give him 
the Honour that belonged to ſo worthy a Conqueror, who no ſooner arrived 
before the City, and preſented them with the Dragon's Head which ſo long had 
annoyed the Country, but what with the ab undance of B'ood that iſſued from 
bis deep Wounds, and the long bleeding without ſtopping the ſame, he was 
| forced in his Son's Arms to yield up his Breath, for whom his Three Princely 
ons long lamented, making the greateſt Moan that ever was made in any King- 
dom, and again they were ſo ſeconded with the Grief of the whole Country, 
that all the Land from the King to the Shepherd, mourned for him for the 
fpace of a Month ; which-heavy time being ended, the King of this Country 
being a Vertvous and: Noble Prince, advanced S. George's Three Sons to Noble 
Offices Firſt the Eldeſt of them named Gh, to be Earl of Warwick, and High 
Chamberlain of his. Houſhold : The next named 4lexanaer, according to his 
Name, to be Captain General of his Knights of Chivalry : And the Youngeſt 
named David; to de his Cup- bearer, and Controller of all his Revels and De- 
lights. And likewiſe in remembrance of their Noble Father the Chriſtian 
Champion, he ordained for ever after to be kept a ſolemn Proceſſion about the 
King's Court, by all the Princes and chief Nobility of the Country, upon the 
Twenty Third Day of April, naming it S. Georges Day, upon which Day he 
was moſt ſolemnly interred in the City where he was Born, and cauſed a * 
ſtately Monument to be erected in Honour of him, though now by the ruines 
of Time defaced and aboliſhed. He likewiſe decreed by the Conſent of the 
' whole Kingdom, that the Patron of the Land ſhould be named S. George, our 
Chriſtian Champion, in that he had fought ſo many Battels in the Honour 
of Chriſtendom. All which we ſee (with many more Honours) to this Day 
here maintained in remembrance of this good Knight, who (no doubt) reſteth 
in Eternal Peace, with the other Renowned Champions of Chriſtendom: 80
